Petition submitted to City to restrict 
parking on the north side of Camino de la Plaza in the vicinity of Virginia Avenue and 
Willow Road. Time Limit of  two hours, between the hours of 8 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
Appropriate signage will be installed at no cost to the City. No objection from San Diego

(60" - 100') in the CC-2-2 versus CC 3-5 zone. Following discussion, the item was sent 
back to the subcommittee to refine. 

 
d. Security Concerns At Rail Court & Border Transit Station – (Miguel Aguirre). There 

is conflicts between pedestrian and vehicle traffic in the Rail Court vicinity. Of particular 
concern is the handling of a drop-off/pick-up area for pedestrians transiting the Border. 
 The issues should be considered during the San Ysidro Community Plan Update.
